WASHINGTON, June 30 i IHTi. 
— By a. 6-to-3 vote, the Supreme 
Court today rejected the gov- 
ernment's case and allowed Tbe 
New York Times and The Wash- 
ington Post to publish articles 
based an a secret Pentagon study 
of the Vietnam war. 

The unsigned majority opinion 
said that the government bad 
not n il tk- "‘■.•a*? h'irtin of 
shoving justification" for barring 
the newspapers from carrying 
their own articles from the secret 
documents. 

Chief Justice Warren E. Burger 
and Justices Harry A. Blackman 
and John M. Harlan dissented. 

Voting against the government 
were Justices Hugo L. Black. Wil- 
liam J. Brennan. William O. 
Douglas. Potter Stewart, Byron 
R. White and Thurgood Mar- 
shall. 

Each of the nine justices filed 
separate opinions, In addition to 
the collective majority opinion. 
In the unprecedented case of a 
government effort In peacetime 
to restrain— censor— ta advance 
publication by the nation's press. 

Tbe freed om-of-the-press is- 
sue became a grave constitutional 
c.uestion in the rapid rise of the 
ca^e to the highest court in the 
land. Tbe New York Times’s 
first article in its exclusive series 
started only two and & half weeks 
ago and tbe legal action toe* just 
a fortnight. 

Both The Times and The Post 
immediately prepared to publish 
lhe next Installments of their 
interrupted series in tomorrow’s 
editions. 

In Boston, editors of the Globe 
raid a federal judge lilted his 
temporary order prohibiting that 
newspaper’s publication of articles 
based on the Pentagon docu- 
ments. They said the Globe would, 
resume Its pieces tomorrow. The 
Supreme Court ruling today was 
expected to lead also to the lift- 
ing of another lower court’s ban 
on articles In the St. Louis Post- 
Dispatch. 

While The Times and The Post 
had been under lower court or- 
ders not io continue iheir re- 
spective series, leaks of the doc- 
uments to other paper result- 
ed in stories appearing around 
the country, articles taken from 
many of the same secret papers.

sion. 

Press Secretary fton Ziegler 
said that President Nixon was 
“aware, of course.” of the court’s 
action and said. “I have no com- 
ment on the Supreme Court deci- 
sion.'' 

Under questioning, he added 
that the White House stands by 
earlier expressions of concern 
about publication of the docu- 
ments. Including claims that the 
national security and conduct of 
foreign affairs would be Impair- 
ed. 

Chief Justice Burger convened 
the court's last public sitting of 
the current term at 2:30 p.m. to- 
day to announce the judgment 
to a crowded courtroom. Then, 
after distributing several other 
rulings, the court recessed until 
Oct 4. 

In his dissent, the chief justice 
said: “These cases have been con- 
ducted in unseemly haste. It 
seems reasonably dear new that 
the haste precluded reasonable 
and deliberate judicial treatment 
of these cases and was not war- 
ranted... 

“The frenetic haste Is due in 
large part to the manner in 
which The Times proceeded from

Tiie government sought federal 
court orders barring publication 
of Tire Times’s series and, when 
The Post brought out its own ar- 
ticles starting on June l& sought 
also to enjoin The Post. 

Today, after the court’s deri- 
sion was announced. New York 
Times publisher Arthur Ochs 
Sulzberger said in a statement: 

“2 am of course gratified that 
the Supreme Court has ruled 
that we can proceed with the 
publication of the Pentagon 
study. The Times series will re- 
sume in tomorrow morning’s 
pap?r.” 

Mr. Sulzberger expressed “com- 
plete Joy and delight” at a news 
conference in New York. 

The publisher, holding a pipe 
and smiling as he stepped up to 
a battery of microphones, told 
newsmen, "We did it. I never 
really doubted this day would 
come and we would win.” 

He said the decision showed 
that ‘‘the government can't just 
march in and stop us from pub- 
lishing.” 

Decision Hailed 

Mrs. Katharine Graham, The 
Post’s publisher, said: 

“We are terribly gratified by 
the result In this historic case, 
not just for the sake of the press 
but for the sake of the public 
and the good of the country.” 

There was spontaneous cheer* 
Ing and applause in The Poet’S 
city room when managing editor 
Eugene C. Patterson shouced out: 
"We win l”

tween tiie Joint Chiefs and the 
civilian leadership alter the 
bombing campaign began in the 
coming year. 

Tbt meeting on Nov. 24 ended 
without a clear majority decision 
on which option should be recom- 
mended to the President. The 

principals resumed when Ambas- 
sador Maxwell D. Taylor reached 
WeshingUra to join the strategy 
talks on Nov. 27, 1964. 

In a written briefing paper, he 
told the conferees: 

"If, as the evidence shows, we 
are playing a losing game in 
South Vietnam . . . it is high time 
we change and find a better 
way." He proposed gradually in- 
creasing air strikes against the 
North for a threefold purpose: 

“First, establish an adequate 
government in SVN; second, im- 
prove the conduct of the coun- 
terinsurgency campaign; finally 
persuade cr force the DRV to 
stop its aid to the Viet Cong and 
to use its directive powers to 
mate the Viet Cong desist from 
th£ir efforts to overthrow the 
government of South Viet nam " 
To improve anti -Comm uniat 
prospects in the South, the am- 
bassador proposed u^Ti g the lever 
of American air strikes against 
the North to obtain promises 
from the Saigon leaders that 
they would achieve political sta- 
bility, strengthen the army and 
the police, suppress dissident 
Buddhist and student factions, 
replace incompetent officials and 
g“t on with the war effort. 

The analyst says that the am- 
bassador had thus revised his 
earlier view that 'Washington 
should bomb the North merely 
to prevent “a collapse of nation- 
al morale'’ in Saigon. He still 
favored some form of bombirg 
in an emergency;- but now he 
wanted something solid from the 
Saigon leaders in exchange for 
a coherent program of rising air 
war. 

In the course of discussions on 
Ncv. 27. however, the ambassador 
acknowledged that while bomb- 
ing “would definitely have a 
favorable effect" in South Viet- 
nam, **... he was not sure this 
would be enough really to im- 
prove the situation," the analyst 
reposts, again quoting from Wil- 
liam Bundy's memorandum of 
record. 

“Others, including McNamara, 
agreed with Taylor's evaluation, 
but the Secretary [Mr. McNa- 
mara! added that ‘the strength- 
ening effect of Option C could 
at least buy time, possibly meas- 
ured in years.' ” • 

Ambassador Taylor proposed 
that the administration, there- 
fore, adopt a two-phase program 
culminating in the bombing of 


infiltration facilities south of the 
19th Parallel in North Vietnam, 
in effect Option A plus the first 
stages of Option C. Phase I 
would consist of 30 days of the 
Option A type of actions, such as 
intensification of the coastal 
raids on the North, air strikes 
by American Jets at Infiltration 
routes and one or two reprisal 
raids against the North. Mean- 
while, Ambassador Taylor would 
obtain the promises of improve- 
ment from the Saigon leader- 
ship. 

At the end of the 30 days, with 
the promises in hand, the United 
States would then move into 
Phase n, the air war. The air 
raids were to last two to six 
months during which Hanoi was 
apparently expected to yield. 

The others agreed, and the 
proposal was redefined further 
at a meeting on Nov. 28. Wil- 
liam Bundy was assigned the 
task of drawing up a formal 
policy paper outlining the pro- 
posal. The cabinet-level officials 
agreed to recommend it to the 
President at a White House 
meeting scheduled far Dec. Z, 
right after Mr. Johnson's Thanks- 
giving holiday at his ranch. 

On Nov. 28. the same day that 
his closest advisers made their 
decision to advise him to bomb 
North Vietnam, Mr. Johnson was 
asked at a news conference at 
the ranch: 

“Mr. President, is expansion of 
tbe Vietnam war Into Laos or 
North Vietnam a live possibility 
at this moment?" 

“I don't want to give you any 
particular guide posts as to your 
conduct In the matter.’’ Mr. 
Johnson told the newsmen about 
their articles. “But when you 
crawl out on a limb, you always 
have to find another one to crawl 
back on.” 

“I have just been sitting here 
in this serene atmosphere of the 
P edemal es for the last few days 
reading about the wars that you 
[speculating newsmen! have in- 
volved us in and the additional 
undertakings that I have made 
decisions on or that Gen. Taylor 
has recommended or that Mr. Mc- 
Namara plans or Secretary Rusk 
envisages. I would say, generally 
speaking, that some people are 
speculating and taking positions 
that I think are somewhat pre- 
mature.” 

“At the moment,” he concluded, 
“Gen. Taylor -will report to us 
on developments. We will careful- 
ly consider these reports. . . . 
X will meet with him in the early 
part of the week, X anticipate 
there will be no dramatic an- 
nouncement to come out of these 
meetings except in the form of 
your speculation.” 


A Review of the Previous Articles in the Series 


Events before Tonkin Gulf: 
Passage of the Tonkin Resolu- 
tion by Congress on Aug. 7, 
1964, the Pentagon account 
says, "set U.S. public support 
for virtually any action,” but 
Its passage was the culmination 
of months of covert U. S. mili- 
tary involvement and detailed 
preparation for escalation. This 
covert war, the narrative re- 
lates, included Flan 34A — a 
program of clandestine military 
operations against North Viet- 
nam — and the development of 
precise scenarios for escalation

The articles, together with trie one published in todays 
Herald Tribune , describe events bejore the North Viet- 
namese attacks on two U.S. destroyers in Tonkin Bay , 
Aug. 2 and 4, 1964, and the planning of the bombing of 
the North. 


leading up to the full-scale 
bombing of the North. 
Planning the bombing: The 


months between the Tonkin 
Gulf Incident and the start of 
the Operation Rolling Thunder 


bombing campaign in March, 
1965, were months of planning 
how to carry out the “genera! 
consensus" on the necessity of 
an air war against the North, 
which the study says was 
reached in September,- 1964. 
“Tactical considerations" — in- 
cluding the presidential cam- 
paign, the study says— required 
delay, and low-risk interim 
measures, including coastal 
raids and U. S. air strikes at 
infiltration routes in Laos, 
were ordered "to assist mo- 
rale ..." 


Bombing Policy Outlined 


William Bundy's draft policy 
paper, written the next day, said 
the bombing campaign "would 
consist principally of progressive- 
ly more serious air' strikes, of a 
weight and tempo adjusted to the 
situation es it develops [possibly 
running from two to six months).” 
The words in parentheses are 
Mr. Bundy's. 

The draft paper added: “Tar- 
gets in the DRV would start 
with Infiltration targets south of 
the 19th Parallel and work up 
to targets north of that point. 
This could eventually lead to such 
measures as air strikes on all 
major military-related ’ targets, 
aerial mining of DRV ports, and 
& Ujb. naval blockade of thn 
DRV. 

"Concurrently,” it continued, 
“the UB. would be alert to any 
sign of yielding by Hanoi, and 
would be prepared to explore 
negotiated solutions that attain 
UB. objectives in an acceptable 
manner.” 

Apparently at Mr. McNamara's 
suggestion, the analyst says, a 
final sentence in this paragraph 
was deleted : it read, “The United 
States would see*: to control any 
negotiations and would oppose 
any independent South Vietnam- 
ese efforts to negotiate." Also re- 
moved, possibly during a final 


meeting of the top officials on 
Nov. 30 to review the policy paper 
and "apparently on the advice of 
McGeorge Bundy,” was a proposal 
that the President make a major 
speech indicatin g the new direc- 
tion that Washington's policy was 
titicing. 

Likewise deleted was a provi- 
sion to brief “available congres- 
sional leaders ... (no special 
leadership meeting will be con- 
vened for this purpose)” on new 
evidence being compiled on North 
Vietnamese infiltration Into the 
South, as a public justification 
of the bombing. 

A separate recommendation 
from the Joint Chiefs for a series 
of major raids— like those in their 
retaliation proposal for the Viet 
Cong mortar strike at Bien Boa 
air base on Nov. 2— was deleted 
for unspecified reasons, the ana- 
lyst says, “in efect, presenting a 
united front to the President.” 

Tbe paper that was sent 
to the President made no mention 
of American ground troops to 
provide security for airfields in 
the South when the bombing 
began, as Gen. Wheeler had re- 
minded the conferees on Nov. 24 
would be necessary. 

The writer notes the “gap" be- 
tween the drastic concessions 
expected from Hanoi and the rel- 
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atlvely modest bombing campaign 
that was expected to break Ha- 
noi's will. He puts forward “two 
by no means contradictory ex- 
planations of this gap." This Is 
the first: 

“There is some reason to believe 
that the principals thought that 
carefully calculated doses of force 
could bring about predictable and 
desirable responses from Hanoi. 
Underlying this optimistic view 
was a significant underestimate 
of the level of the DRV commit- 
ment to victory in the South and 
an overestimate of the effective- 
ness of UJ9. pressures In weaken- 
ing that resolve.” 

Low Cost Seen 

A related factor, the account 
says, “which, no doubt, commend- 
ed the proposal to the adminis- 
tration was the relatively low 
cost— in political terms — of such 
action.” The context here indi- 
cates that the administration 
thought the public would find an 
air war less repugnant than a 
ground war. 

The President seems to have 
shared the view of his chief ad- 
visers, the analyst writes, that 
“the threat implicit In minimum 
taut increasing amounts of force 
(•slow squeeze') would. . . ultimate- 
ly bring Hanoi to the table on 
terms favorable to the UB.” ' 

“McGeorge Bundy, as the Presi- 


dent's assistant for national se- 
curity affairs, was in a position 
to convey President Johnson's 
mood to the group," the account 
goes on. it adds that notes taken 
at a White House meeting on 
Dec. 1, when the senior officials 
met with Mr. Johnson to present 
the bombing plan, “tend to con- 
firm that the President’s mood 
was more closely akin to the 
measures recommended” than to 
other, harsher bombing plans. 

“A second explanation of the 
gap between ends and means is 
a more simple one,” the account 
comments. “In a phrase, we had 
run out of alternatives other than 
pressures." 

A memorandum by Assistant 
Secretary McNaughton on Nov. 6, 
1964, made the point succinctly: 
“Action against North Vietnam Is 
to some extent a substitute for 
strengthening the government in 
South Vietnam. That Is. a less 
active VC ton orders from DRV 
[North Vietnam]? can be matched 
by a less efficient GVN. We 
therefore should consider squeez- 
ing North Vietnam.” The words 
in parentheses are Mr. McNaugh- 
ton 's. 

The two dissenters from the 
view that “calculated doses of 
force" would bring Hanoi around 
were, at opposite poles, the Joint 
Chiefs and the Intelligence 
agencies. 


A Different View 


“The JCS differed from this 
view on the grounds that if we 
were really interested in affect- 
ing Hanoi's will, we would have 
to lilt hard at its capabilities," 
the account says. The Joint 
Chiefs wanted the United States 
to demonstrate a willingness to 
apply unlimited force. 

Their bombing plan, deleted 
from the position paper before 
it was presented to the President, 
asserted that the destruction of 
all of North Vietnam's major air- 
fields and Its petroleum supplies 
“in the first three days" was 
intended to "clearly . . . establish 
the fact that the UB. intends to 
use military force to the full - 
limits of what military force can 
contribute to achieving UB. ob- 
jectives in Southeast Asia . . . 
The follow-on military program- 
involving armed reconnaissance 
of infiltration routes in Laos, air 
strikes on Infiltration targets in 
the DRV and then progressive 
strikes throughout North Vietnam 
—could be suspended short of 
full destruction of the DRV If 
our objectives were achieved 
earlier." 

Tbe analyst remarks that tbe 
joint Chiefs' plan was "shunted 
aside because both Its risks and 
costs were too high,” but the 
author does not attempt to 
evaluate the possible effect of this 
plan on Hanoi's will. 

Like Mr. Ball, the account says, 
the intelligence community “tend- 
ed toward a pessimistic view” of 
the effect of bombing on the 
Hanoi leaders. 

The Intelligence panel within 
the Bundy working group, com- 
posed of representatives from the 
three leading Intelligence agencies 
—the CIA, the State Depart- 
ment's Bureau of Intelligence and 
Research and the Pentagon's De- 
fense Intelligence Agency— “did 
not concede very strong chances 
for breaking the will of Hanoi," 
the author writes. 

"The course of actions the 
Communists have pursued in 
South Vietnam over past few 
years Implies a fundamental es- 
timate on their part that the 
difficulties facing the UB. are 
so great that UB. will and ability 
to maintain resistance in that 
area can be gradually eroded — 
without running high risks that 

this would Wreak heavy destruc- 
tion on the DRV or Communist 
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China,” the panel’s report said. 

If the United States now began 
bombing, the panel said, the 
Hanoi leadership would have to 
ask itself “a basic question" about 
how far the united States was 
willing to step up the war 
“regardless of the danger Of war 
with Communist China and. 
regardless of the international 
pressures that could be brought 
to bear. . The decision of the 
Hanoi leadership was thus un- 
certain for- a number of reasons, 
the panel cautioned, and "in any 
event, comprehension of ' the 
other's intentions would almost 
certainly be difficult on both 
sides, and especially as the scale 
of hostilities mounted." 

The panel then cast doubt on 
the so-called Rostow thesis of how 
much Hand feared destruction of 
Its industry. This thesis, named 
far Its proponent. Wait W. 
Rostow, chairman of the state 
Department's Policy Planning 
Council, underlay much of the 
administration's hope for the suc- 
cess of a bombing campaign. 

The panel said: “We have many 
indications that the Hanoi 
leadership is acutely and nervous- 
ly aware of the extent to which 
North Vietnam's transportation 
system and industrial plant is 
vulnerable to attack. On the other 
hand, North Vietnam's economy 
is overwhelmingly agricultural 
and. to a large extent, decen- 
tralized in a myriad of more or 
less economically self-sufficient 
linages. Interdiction of imports 
and extensive destruction of 
transportation facilities and in- 
dustrial plants would cripple 
DRV industry. These actions 
would also seriously restrict 
DRV military capabilities, and 
would degrade, though to a lesser 
extent, Hanoi’s capabilities to 
support guerrilla warfare In South 
Vietnam and Laos. We do not 
believe that such actions would 
have a Crucial effect on the dally 
lives of the overwhelming 
majority of the North Vietnam 
population. We do not believe 
that attacks on industrial targets 
would so greatly exacerbate cur- 
rent economic difficulties as to 
create unmanageable control 
problems. It Is reasonable to 
infer that the DRV - leaders 
have a psychological Investment 
in the work of reconstruction they 
have accomplished over the last 
decade. Nevertheless, they would 
probably be willing to suffer 
same damage to the country In 
the course of a test of wills with 
the UB. over the course of events 
in South Vietnam.” 

As in the case of earlier intel- 
ligence findings that contradicted 
policy intentions, the study indi- 
cates no effort on tbe part of the 
President or his most trusted ad- 
visers to reshape their policy 
along the lines of this analysis. 

One part of the intelligence 
panel's report that the adminis- 
tration did accept was a predic- 
tion that China would not react 
in any major way to a bombing 
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campaign unless American or 
South Vietnamese troops invaded 
North Vietnam or northern Laos. 
The study indicates that this 
analysis eased administration fears 
on this point. 

Chinese reaction to systematic 
bombing of North Vietnam was 
expected to be limited to provid- 
ing Hanoi with anti-aircraft ar- 


‘ Cautious and Equivocal 9 


Now that a decision to bomb 
North Vietnam was drawing near, 
the study says, Mr. Johnson be- 
came "cautious and equivocal" In 
approaching it. Two analysts of 
this period, in fact, differ in their 
characterization of his decision 
at the two-and-a-half-hour White 
House meeting on Dec. 1, 2964, a 
month after tbe election, when 
tlie bombing plan was presented 
to him. 

One analyst says that at this 
meeting the President "made a 
tentative derision” to bomb, order- 
ing the preparatory Phase T put 
into effect and approving Phase 
n, the air war itself, "in prin- 
ciple.” 

The second analyst says that 
while the President approved the 
entire bombing plan “in general 

outline at least it Is also dear 

that he gave his approval to Im- 
plement only the first phase of 
the concept.” 

The President tied the actual 
waging of air war to reforms by 
the Saigon government, this ana- 
lyst says, and left an impression 
by the aid of the meeting that 
he was "considerably less than, 
certain that future UB. actions 
against North Vietnam [the air 
war! would be taken, or that they 
would be desirable.” 

The study notes that “the pre- 
cise nature of the President's 
decisions" at the meeting is not 
known because a national security 
action memorandum was not 
Issued afterward. 

"However," the study continues, 
"from handwritten notes of the 
meeting, from instructions issued 
to action agencies and from later 
reports of diplomatic and military 
actions taken, it is possible to 
reconstruct the approximate na- 
ture of the discussion and the 
decisions reached." The footnotes 
do not indicate who mode the 
handwritten notes found in the 
Pentagon files, although the indi- 
cation is that it was Mr. Me - 
Naughton or Mr. McNamara. 

After a briefing by Ambassa- 
dor Taylor on the situation in 
South Vietnam, the discussion 
turned to a draft statement, pre- 
pared by William Bundy, that the 
ambassador was to deliver to tbe 


Saigon leaders. The statement 
explained the two-phase bombing 
plan and tied Phase H to a 
serious attempt by the Saigon 
leadership to achieve same politi- 
cal stability and get on with the 
war effort against the Viet Cong. 

In Saigon, Gen. Nguyen Khanh 
had nominally surrendered au- 
thority to a civilian cabinet bead- 
ed by Premier Tran Van Huong. 
The general was Intriguing 
against the Huong cabinet, how- 
ever, as the ostensible commander 
in chief of the armed forces and 
head of a Military Revolutionary 
Committee of South Vietnamese 
generals. Within this council, a 
group headed by Air Vice-Marshal 
Nguyen Cao Ky, the chief of the 
air force, was intriguing both 
with and against Gen. Khanh. 

Against this background, the 
study says of the White House 
meeting: 

“The President made it clear 
that he considered that pulling 
the South Vietnamese together 
was basic to anything else the 
United States might do. He asked 
the ambassador specifically which 
groups he [Ambassador Taylor J 
might talk to and what more we 
might do to help bring unity 
among South Vietnam's leaders. 
He asked whether we could not 
say to them *we just can’t go on' 
unless they pulled together. To 
this, Taylor replied that we must 
temper our Insistence some- 
what ..." 

The meeting then moved into 
a discussion of which allied 
countries were to be briefed on 
the proposed air war. The Presi- 
dent said he wanted “new, dra- 
matic, effective" forms of assist- 
ance from several, specifically 
mentioning Australia, New Zea- 
land, Canada and the Philip- 
pines. These briefings by special 
envoys were included in the draft 
position paper laying out the 
bombing plan as the important 
diplomatic element in Phase I. 

"In each case,” the study says, 
“tbe representative was to ex- 
plain our concept and proposed 
actions and request additional 
contributions by way of forces 
In the event the second phase of 
UB. actions were entered.” 


Operation Barrel Roll 


The plan made no provision 
for similar consultations with 
congressional leaders and there 
is no evidence in the study that 
Mr. Johnson conducted any. 

In approving the statement 
Ambassador Taylor was to make 
to the Saigon leaders, the Presi- 
dent also gave his assent to pre- 
pare the military signal tha'c 
was formally to sound the be- 
ginning of the 30 days of Phase I 
— Operation Barrel Roll, air 
strikes by U. S. Air Force and 
Navy jets of Yankee Team 
against mfiltratlon routes and 
facilities in the Laotian pan- 
handle, which was to be the 
final step-up in the Laos air 
operations. 

At the end of the meeting, the 
account continues, Ambassador 
Taylor “slipped out the White 
House rear entrance” to avoid 
tbe press and “only a brief, 
formal statement” was issued. 
The analyst remarks that the 
White' House press statement re- 
leased immediately afterward 
“contained only two comments 
regarding any determinations 
that had been reached.” 

One said: "The President in- 
structed Ambassador Taylor to 
consult urgently with the South 
Vietnamese government as to 
measures that should be taken 
to improve the situation in all its 
aspects.” 

The other, the concluding 
paragraph, said toe President 
had "reaffirmed the basic U.S. 
policy of providing all possible 
and useful assistance to toe 
South Vietnamese people and 
government In their struggle to 
defeat the externally supported 
insurgency and aggression being 
conducted against them.” 



The final sentence In this 
paragraph, the analyst notes, 
was one “specifically linking this 
policy” with Congress's Tonkin 
Gulf resolution. Tbe sentence 
read: “It was noted that this 
policy accords with the terms of 
the congressional Joint resolution 
of Aug. io. 1964, which remains 
in fun force and effect” 

Then, on Dec. 3, emerging 
from a second meeting with Mr. 
Johnson, “presumably having re- 
ceived the final version of his 
instructions." the account goes 
on, Ambassador Taylor told re- 
porters assembled at the White 
House “that he was going to 
hold 'across-the-board 1 discussions 
with the GVN.” 

“Asserting that U. S. policy for 
South Vietnam remained the 
same, he stated that his aim 
would be to improve the dete- 
riorating situation in South Viet- 
nam. Although he hinted of 
changes *in tactics and method/ 
he quite naturally did not dis- 
close the kind of operations in 
which the United States was 
about to engage or any future 
actions to which immediate ac- 
tivity could lead." 

The administration now mov- 
ed quick’y. William Bundy left 
for Australia end New Zealand 
the next day. Dec. 4. to brief 
their governments on both 
phases of the bombing plan, the 
writer says. 

Prime Minister Harold Wilson 
of Britain was "thoroughly brief- 
ed on the forthcoming U.S. ac- 
tions” during a state visit to 
Washington Dec. 7 to 9. the nar- 
rative continues, while other 
envoys briefed the Canadians 
and the Aslan allies. The writer 
notes that while Britain, Australia 
and New Zealand were given “the 


full picture." the Canadians were 
“told slightly less” and the Phi- 
lippine, South Korea and tbe 
Chinese Nationalist Government 
on Taiwan were “briefed on 
Phase I only." What the Thais 
and the Laotians were told is not 
made explicit. 

The New Zealand government 
“expressed grave doubts" that the 
bombing would break Hanoi’s will, 
the writer ays. and predicted 
that it might increase infiltration 
to South Vietnam. 

In meetings In Saigon on Dec. 
7 and 9 with Gen. Khanh and 
Premier Huong. Ambassador Tay- 
lor exacted toe desired promises 
in exchange for the bombing. At 
the second meeting, the ambas- 


sador presented them wit' 
draft press release describing 
desired improvements, indu 
strengthening of the army 
toe police, which toe sa 
government released in its 
name, at UB. request, on Dec

tfllery, jet fighters and naval 
patrol craft.

The administration also step- 
ped up the raids by T-28 fighter 
planes In Laos with a joint mes- 
sage on Dec. 8 from Secretaries 
McNamara and Rusk to Ambas- 
sador Sullivan. The cable in- 
structed him to have the Laotians 
intensify bombing 'In the cor- 
ridor areas and close to the 
DRV border."

“In taking a friendly leave. 
Ambassador Taylor said’ ’You 
people have broken a lot of 
dishes and now we have to see 
how we can straighten out this 
mess.” 

By the end of the month. Am- 
bassador Taylor, Deputy Ambas- 
sador U. Alexis Johnson and Gen. 
Westmoreland, commander of UB. 
Military Assistance Command in 
Saigon, had apparently despaired 
of trading a bombing campaign 
against the North for a stable 
Saigon government that would 
prosecute toe war in the South. 
On Dec 31, toe account con- 
tinues, they sent a joint message 
to Washington saying, in effect, 
that toe United States should go 
ahead with tbe air campaign 
against the North “under any 
conceivable alliance condition 
short of complete abandonment 
of South Vietnam.

Rogers called "a very serious mat- 
ter. - ’ The third article had ap- 
peared that morning. 

A series of temporary restrain- 
ing orders, first granted by US. 
District Judge Murray I. Gur- 
fein pending a hearing, succeed- 
ed in curbing any further publica- 
tion by The Times until tho 
Supreme Court’s ruBng today 
ended the temporary restraint.

Toward the end of his recita- 
tion, he twice broke into tears 
and finally, tearful, weary, his 
voice cracking, he concluded the 
initial portion of the documents. 

Sen. Gravel had vowed that he 
would continue the reading today 
but through a parliamentary de- 
vice. Senate leaders blocked him 
from getting the floor for any 
extended period of time. 

The maneuver, known as the 
"gcrmancncss rule,” limits Sen- 
ate business to privileged con- 
ference reports. When such re- 
ports arc not under considera- 
tion. a period known as “morn- 
ing hour” prevails and during this 
period a senator may speak for 
only three minutes. 

May Resume Today 

Sen. Gravel was also prevented 
from entering the documents In 
the Congressional Record since 
to do so requires unanimous con- 
sent. 

Faced with these restrictions, 
he decided to stay away from 
Capitol Hill lor the day and make 
no attempt- at least until tomor- 
row tp disclose the contents of the 
remaining papers in his pos- 
session.

Bill Vetoed 
By President 

He Would Approve 
Public Job Measure

WASHINGTON. June 30 ..WPi. 
—President Nixon yesterday veto- 
ed a bill providing & billion for 
an accelerated public works pro- 
gram but announced that he 
would approve a nearly-com- 
pleted measure pro tiding $22 Mi- 
lieu for public service jobs. 

The vetoed measure would 
create jobs by building sewers, 
water plants 2nd other public 
works: the measure the Presi- 
dent Savcre. wau!d underwrite jobs 
tor extra policemen, firemen, 
teachers and hospital workers for 
a maxunum of two years if un- 
employment exceeds 4J> percent. 
It is now 6— percent of the labor 
force. 

The President said the vetoed 
bill would create permanent pub- 
lie works end construction-type 
;cbr. while the other bill would 
create “transitional” and tem- 
porary job* in areas of maximum 
unemployment. 

The vetoed bill also authorized 
$2.7 bi’J:cn for the Appalachian 
development program and 550 
nuTIXor. for the Economic Develop- 
ment Administration. The Presi- 
dent urged Congress to salvage 
these provisions of the bi!L 

Democrats Opposed 

Democrats assailed the Presi- 
dent’s veto message and said 
they would attempt to pass tiie 
entire measure over fcu veto. 
Privately, however, they acknowl- 
edged that they would have dif- 
ficulty obtaining sufficient Senate 
votes tc co r 0. 

Last December, the President 
vetoed a bill similar to the public 
ccr.-.ce measure he said he would 
approve. He said at that time 
that It would create “dead-end 
Jobs” under a permanent subsi- 
dized public employment program. 

Tire new version, he said yes- 
terday, would underwrite 200,000 
jobs in high unemployment areas 
for two years only. The new ver- 
sion also would help train those 
employed for permanent-type 
jobs, be said. 

The Senate gave final approval 
to the bill late yesterday by a 
vote of 75 to 11. It already bad 
been approved by a House-Senate 
conference committee. 

States and localities would put 
up 10 percent of the cost of pay-, 
ing new workers while the federal 
government would pay 90 per- 
cent. 

Speaker of the House Carl 
Albert. D„ Okla„ said he hoped 
the rejected bill could be passed 
over the President's veto. He said 
there was “no more important 
bill” in the congressional attack 
on unemployment. 

Colombo Alive 
But Still in Coma 

NEW YORK, June 30 (Reu- 
ters » .—Reputed Mafia chief Jo- 
seph A. Colombo sr. remained in 
a coma today as a nationwide 
police probe continued into the 
murder attempt. 

Colombo. 48. was shot three 
times in ;he back of the head 
and neck at point-blank range 
at an Italian- American Unity Day 
rally on Monday. 

The would-be assassin, identi- 
fied as Jerome A. Johnson, a 25- 
year-old black man, was in turn 
shot and killed by an unidenti- 
fied man. 

Police in New York, Boston, 
California and elsewhere were 
combing through Johnson's back- 
ground fer any link with enemies 
of Colombo. 


Holdup Gang Gets $2,120,000 
At Post Office in Strasbourg 



STRASBOURG, June 30 (AP>. 
—A team of gunmen dressed in 
French postal workers* white 
smocks hid in the shadows of 
Strasbourg’s main post office 
until a police guard went home, 
then pulled one of the century's 
biggest holdups today, stealing 
11.680,000 francs ■ 52,120,000.. 

The haul was the biggest cash 
theft in French history. It was 
more than the biggest UjS. hold- 
up — $13 million taken from a 
postal van at Plymouth.

daily. Once the money was in 
their hands and inside the post 
office, behind a locked door, the 
police guard left, heading far 
home. 

Inside the budding, the five 
workers were confronted by four 
or five men in white smocks, 
identical to their own, who pulled 
masks over their faces and 
brandished their weapons— a sub- 
machine gun, pistols and two 
rifles. 

One Man Hurt 

After a moment's scuffle In 
which one of the postal workers 
was injured, the bandits seized 
the cart at 9:06 am., ran with it 
through a loDg corridor, past 
two doors, and left the post of- 
fice on a main road, 15 feet away 
from the building’s principal en- 
trance. The yellow van had been 
waiting with its engine running. 

Police said the entire opera- 
tion took barely four minutes. 

There was no explanation of 
how the holdup team entered the 
post office, but authorities said 
the door they Used for their es-. 
cape is usually locked. 

The entire haul was in cash 
and readily negotiable, police said.

WASHINGTON, June 30 (AP». 
—The Department of Transporta- 
tion says it will ask tile Civil 
Aeronautics Board to put pres- 
sure on U.5. and foreign -owned 
airfares to either discontinue or 
extend to all passengers the new 
youth and student lares on ma- 
jor transatlantic routes.

“Unless real coat reductions con 
be shown for the student- youth 
fare, this large difference — or 
some part of it — will necessarily 
be made up by other travelers, 
to whom the financial sacrifice 
may be a greater personal hard- 
ship than to travelers in the 
student-youth group,” he said. 

Space- Available Plan 

Mr. Baker said the Transporta- 
tion Department favors a lower 
fare on a no -reservation, space- 
available basis. Such a fare 


would be available to all travel- 
ers. he said. 

The department's reaction fol- 
lowed by less than a month an 
announcement by Sabena Airlines 
that it was reducing its youth 
fare from New York to Brussels, 
roundtrip, to $220. 

Pats American promptly filed a 
matching rate. Numerous other 
airlines followed with new youth 
and student rates- 
The CAB cannot order the air- 
lines to discontinue the special 
fares. But it could — ii it found

In effect it was a personal ef- 
fort by Mr. Bergus, they said.

13 U.S . ? Soviet Men Have Died, 
But Only 4 , All Russian , in Space 


NEW, YORK, Jane 30.— Thirteen Soviet and American 
spacemen hare been killed since manned space flight began 
— but only four of them, all Russians, died during missions. 

Three American astronauts were killed by a . fire in their 
space cabin daring a test a month before their rocket was 
to have made its ascent. Four other UB. astronauts died In 
plane crashes. The eighth astronaut was killed In an auto- 
mobile accident. 

The latest three casualties were Soviet cosmonauts Georgi 
T. Dobrovolski. Vladislav N. Volkov and Viktor L. Patsayev, 
who were found dead in their Soyuz-U spaceship when it 
landed today after the cosmonauts' record -setting space voyage. 
The cause of death was not known. 

Soviet Col. Yuri Gagarin. 34. the first man known to have 
made an orbital flight, died in 1968 when the Jet he was 
flying crashed 40 miles northerst of Moscow. Col. Gagarin 
orbited the earth once on April 12. 1961. 

One Soviet cosmonaut died of natural causes. Be was 
Pavel Eelaycv. who died In 1969 from a bleeding ulcer. He 
had flown four years earlier aboard Vozhod-2. 

The only other Soviet cosmonaut known to have died was 
Vladimir N. Komarov. He was killed when the descent para- 
chute of his Soyuz-1 craft fouled and the capiule crashed to 
earth to April. 2967.

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Why Aid Pakistan? 


After months of equivocation and evasion, 
the state Department has finally made it 
clear that the administration Intends to keep 
on furnishing military and economic assis- 
tance to the government of Pakistan despite 
continuing acts of repression In East Pak- 
istan that ha^e shocked the world. This 
Incredible policy decision defies under- 
standing. 

The admission that- aid is continuing as 
before undermines the credibility of the UJ5. 
government at home and abroad. The public, 
members of Congress and at least one vitally 
interested foreign government (India) had 
been led to believe — although always In 
evasive language — that all military assis- 
tance and any new development assistance 
for Pakistan would be held In abeyance until 
there was progress toward a political resolu- 
tion of the crisis hi East Pakistan. The 
exposure of this deception is likely to be 
particularly damaging to U.S. relations with 
India, whose foreign minister left Wash- 
ington a few days ago with what he believed 
were firm assurances concerning American 
policy toward Pakistan that have now been 
thoroughly discredited. 

The decision to continue economic aid 
puts the United States in defiance of the 
.World Bank and the 11-nation Aid to Pakistan 
Consortium, which has decided informally 
to refrain from making new aid commit- 
ments to Islamabad at this time. The Nixon 
administration repeatedly in the past has 
Indicated that Its policy would be to channel 
more and more U.S. aid through such In- 
ternational means In order to avoid the kind 
of unilateral decision It Is now making in 
respect to Pakistan. 

Administration officials say they opposed 


the consortium decision because It amounts 
to using aid as a political Instrument. But 
at the same time they argue that the United 
States must continue aid In order to gain 
leverage to persuade President Yahya Khan 
to seek a political solution in the East. They 
can't have It both ways. 

Perpetuation of American aid to Pakistan 
Is not, in fact, likely to help persuade the 
military regime there to move toward res- 
toration of genuine democratic government, 
any more than continuing American support 
for the Athens Junta has helped restore 
democratic rights to the Greek people. It 
will, however, put the United States In the 
untenable position of underwriting policies 
of repression, which have led to the ruthless 
and continuing slaughter of hundreds of 
thousands of Bengalis In East Pakistan. 
These policies have already driven more than 
six million East Pakistanis Into exile In India, 
where their presence creates grave political, 
social and economic tensions and a rising 
threat of domestic and even international 
conflict.. 

Yahya’s recent proposals for restoration of 
civilian rule offer little hope for significant 
change, since they continue to exclude the 
outlawed Awaml League, the party which 
won an overwhelming majority of the votes 
In East Pakistan and an absolute majority 
of the seats In the unconvened national 
assembly in last December's elections. Under 
these circumstances, can anyone in Wash- 
ington explain how additional military or 
developmental aid to Pakistan can. be jus- 
tified morally or in terms of this country's 
pragmatic self-interest In peaceful, demo- 
cratic development on the Indian sub- 
continent?

Malta: Politics Catches Up 
With Geopolitics 


The new naval muscular Ism of the Soviet 
Union has had a pronounced effect In Malta. 
The small "strategic" island nation In the 
Mediterranean, a British colony until 1964, 
has seen, its prospects decline as Britain's 
naval reach has shrunk. It has provided 
naval facilities for NATO as well, under a 
ten-year bases-for-aid pact with Britain 
concluded at Independence, but the decision 
of NATO's European members to accom- 
modate their Arab suppliers has meant a 
relatively limited NATO interest in Malta. 

Only when the Russian Navy began sailing 
regularly and. politically in the Mediter- 
ranean did there open a new vista for 
Malta: that of an alternative patron. Labor 
party leader Dorn Mlntoff, whose previous 
electoral appeals to the same cause had 
floundered, ran this time under the vague 
but suggestive banner of "neutralism.’' He 
indicated that Malta would dissolve Its NATO 
ties and open its facilities to other comers on 
a best-offer basis. He won the island’s recent 
elections — not, to be sure, on that issue alone. 
It should soon become apparent whether 
his campaign oratory was intended merely 
to shake more aid out of Britain or — less 
likely— whether it portended a more signifi- 
cant shift. 


Socotra In the Gulf of Aden, Madagascar 
In the Indian Ocean, Malta in the Mediter- 
ranean: These are typical of the remote 
Islands which are taking on a new geopoliti- 
cal life on account of the return of a 
certain level of naval competition to the big- 
power scene. Doubtless the list will lengthen, 
as the Soviet Navy grows. Most of these 
places are poor and feel Ignored, and it 
wpnld be surprising if some of them did not 
try to exploit their "strategic” location or 
their political availability by making gestures 
to the Soviet Union. Whether the advantages 
they perceive are real or chimerical, they 
will discover themselves. 


There is nothing particularly menacing to 
the United States In this process, though 
unquestionably it is going to complicate 
international diplomacy. A country like 
Malta — its whole population was awarded 
Britain's George Cross for bravery under 
Axis bombing In World War EC— is not about 
to "go Communist’* or turn Itself Into a 
Soviet military base. But now that Its in- 
ternal politics are catching up with Its geo- 
political potential, it will surely be more in 
the news.

"ViEW YORK— No one connect-

bear on the problem more formi- 
dable equipment than the ap- 
parent purveyor of the Pentagon 
Papers, Daniel Ellsberg. With 
Intimate knowledge of the war 
on the ground, he combines ex- 
perience in the Washington 
bureaucracy, intelligence of the 
highest order, and a startling 
capacity for articulation of dif- 
ficult themes. 

Unlike most Americans, more- 
over, he truly cares about what 
happens to individual Vietnam- 
ese. It Is almost exclusively due 
to his Intervention, for example, 
that an anti-government political 
leader, Tran Ngoc Chau, is still 
altve. 

But if I came to admire 
Ellsberg abundantly over a pe- 
riod of five years of intermittent 
meetings on Vietnam, I also came 
to doubt his judgments profound- 
ly. The story of those encounters 
Is worth telling, for It says some- 
thing about the present plight 
of both Ellsberg and the country. 

Our first meeting took place in 
the Pentagon when Ellsberg was 
working for the late John Mc- 
Naughton, who was then as- 
sistant secretary of defense for 
International security affairs. I 
had recently seen something of 
the Vietnamese Communists. At 
that time not much was known 
of them and r went to the De- 
fense Department to tell Mc- 
Naughton and Ellsberg my Im- 
pressions. 

EUsberg in particular posed a 
series of hard questions. He 
wanted to know about Commu- 
nist morale, about possible lead- 
ership rifts, about conflicts be- 
tween North and South Viet- 
namese Communists, about their 
relations with China and Russia, 
about- the origins and history of 
the Liberation Front, about its 
in f ra s tructure and doctrinal no- 
tions. At the end I was asked 
what way I saw of ending the 
conflict.

I replied that the Key was 
fostering In Saigon a regime that 
would negotiate with the Com- 
munists.

Here, in truth, is a good 
measure of the strange pass we 
have now reached. The front 
pages teem with misinterpreta- 
tions of stolen documents con- 
cerned with long-past stages of 
the Vietnamese war. But a cur- 
rent strategic development of 
enormous potential danger, the 
election In Malta, has passed all 
but unnoticed. 

Malta, "the unsinkable aircraft 
carrier 1 ' of World War n, is so 
important because the Mediter- 
ranean Is sd important. And for 
the moment (although only for 
the moment', the Mediterranean 
is chiefly important because of 
the ever -dangerous, never-end- 
ing Middle Eastern crisis. 

For nearly a year, throughout 
most of 1970. the Soviets were 
busily preparing a direct assault 
upon Israel, to be made by the 
Egyptians with heavy and active 
Soviet military support. The 
Kremlin finally thought better of 
this plan, at least temporarily, for 
two main, rather easily demon- 
strable. reasons. 

The first reason was the sheer 
guts of the Israelis, under ex- 
treme stress. And the second 
reason was President Nixon’s 
tough and wise management of 
the Jordanian crisis in September. 
1970— which must have suggest 
to the Kremlin that the U.S. 
might also have some guts. 

In the Jordanian crisis, of 
course. President Nixon's main 
instrument was our Sixth Fleet. 


The Sixth Fleet has long been 
ciiarged with maintaining a 
reasonable power balance in the 
Mediterranean, in the face of 
continuously increasing . Soviet 
naval strength. And without its 
base In Malta, the Sixth Fleet 
can hardly do its job. 

Against this background, con- 
sider the fairly ugly tacts con- 
cerning the Maltese election. It 
was held In mid-June. By a 
very narrow majority, the pro- 
NATO, pro -Sixth Fleet nationalist 
leader, Dr. George Barg-Olivler, 
lost the prime ministership to the 
boss of the Maltese Labor party, 
Dom Mintoff. 

When this reporter was In 
Malta last November, there was 
already a good deal of talk— all 
of it unproven, to be sure— about 
Soviet money coming into Malta. 
In any case, the Soviets will un- 
questionably be the main gainers 
from Dam Min toffs success. 

Pre-election, Mlntoff ■ loudly 
advocated a policy of "positive 
neutrality.” He was further- 
more conducting a rather open 
flirtation with various radical 
Arab leaders. These Arabs were 
well aware, of course, of Malta’s 
strategic importance In connec- 
tion with the Middle East. 

Post-election, as prime minister, 
Mintoff first fired the British 
governor general. Sir Maurice 
Dorman. He then ordered off the 
Island NATO’s southern ‘region 
naval commander, the brlQiftnt 
and courageous A dm. Gtno 
Birindelll. 

He has since ordered Malta’s 
vital port and naval facilities to 
be closed to ships of the- Sixth 
Fleet. And he hai demanded 
immediate "re-negotiation" of 
Malta's defense treaty with 
Britain. 


Sixth Fleet has for some time 
been "out-numbered, out- gunned 
end obsolete” hi relation to the 
new Soviet naval power In the 
Mediterranean. 

To give just one grim illustra- 
tion: There were 14 Soviet sub- 
marines operating In the Medi- 
terranean in late November. Yet 
our anti-submarine warfare 
equipment was so antiquated, 
that wc knew the actual loca- 
tions of no more than two or 
three of these. 

No wonder, then, that the Sixth 
Fleet bad hardly dared to operate 
in strength In the crucial eastern 
basin of the Mediterranean for 
at least a year before the Jor- 
danian crisis. No wonder that 
the American ships ventured into 
the eastern basin only on Pres- 
ident Nixon's direct order, and 
mostly scuttled out again as soon 
as last September's crisis ended. 
And remember that if Malta is

When you see the hero “steaming 
off a drunk in an old-fashioned, 
wooden bathtub, his arms draped 
along the sides, his eyes closed 
and his bearded face hanging 
limply forward, you may be sure 
you're in the presence of a movie 
with serious intentions." 


More Articles 

The point, she added, is that 
Harper's is tu have more articles, 
more of the written word 
throughout, and more of what 
si*? calls "the ‘Are You in Your 
Husband's will?' kind of thing." 

An article entitled “Are You in 
Your Husband’s Will?" appeared 
in the June issue along with a 
text block and picture introduc- 
ing Barbara Goldsmith, the new 
editorial adviser. 

According to the text. Miss 
Goldsmith, whose name appeared 
on the mast in April, ia “initiat- 
ing a program to bring the most 
pcrLincm information on art. 
film and books to our readers, as 
wrfl ns the exciting articles in 
tin's issue.” 

The implication is that Har- 
per’s feels that its readers want 
to read something more than 
they’ve been getting or. as some 
observers have Insisted, that 
women aren't as interested in 
fashion as they used to be. 
Neither editor nor their publish- 
ers agree. 

“ Our readers are intensely in- 
terested in fashion." said S. L 
Newhouse jr.. Vogue’s publishing 
director. “They’re primarily wom- 
en in their 30s in the $20.00D-to- 
$23,000 income bracket They’ve 
got kids. They're interested in 
clothes and the environment and 
cultural and material things.” 

Such women, ns Gordon N. 
Morford. the Bazaar’s publisher, 
put it. tend to live in big city 
suburbs. They are "involved with 
their communities." although the 
exact nature of the involvement 
is a little fuzzy. "At the highest 
echelon they are Mrs. William 
S. Paley, but we’re paying less 
attention to the Mrs. Pal ays." 

Mrs. Paley. wife of the chair- 
man of the Columbia Broadcast- 
ing System, was to fashion in the 
early 1960s what Brigitte Bardot 
was to sex — the ultimate symbol. 
She represented a kind of ele- 
gance on which both Vogue and 
Harper’s once doted. Tliey now 
find her passd. and they aren’t 
much for elegance either. 

Elegance 

"Elegance has to do with life 
at another time," Miss Mirabel la 
said. "If you take elegance liter- 
ally. it’s gone. To want it back 
is to fight time.” 

Yet it was the Mrs. Paleys and 
their elusive, noi-quite-attainable 
sense of elegance that gave Vogue 
and the Bazaar their snob appeal 
in the late 40s and 50s The 
snob appeal and the elegance all 
but vanished with the youth 
boom of tJic middle 1960s and the 
introduction of such kicky young- j 
sters as Twiggy, camping it up

NEW YORK. June 30 flHT — 
A painting by Georges Rouault, 
hidden for some 60 years on the 
back of his famous “Bathers." has 
been uncovered, and the work has 
become a two-sided picture. 

Officials of the Metropolitan 
Museum of Art announced the 
find today, before the opening 
of their summer loan exhibition 
of paintings from the private 
collection of Nathan Cummings. 

The “new” painting, tentatively 
valued at $100,000, is an earlier 
version of “Bathers" and will be 
seen for the first time by guests 
at the museum tonight. 

Rouault died in 1858 at the age 
of 86. Often likened to Daumier, 
but painting with deceptively 
coarse craftsmanship, Rouault 
specialized in corrupt-looking 
Judges, suffering Christs, saints, 
sad-eyed clowns and bloated 
prostitutes. 

The new work had been hid- 
den under glue and canvas since 
Rouault painted it in Paris in 
1910. and was discovered when a 
blister developed on “Bathers.” 

Carol Cutler, who is directing 
the museum's exhibit, said she 
first spotted the blister during 
a show she staged in Washing- 
ton. 

The “Bathers," painted tn oil 
on paper and then glued to a 
piece of canvas, shows nudes 
against a deep blue background. 
The blister in the blue area grew 
and Mrs. Cutler sent the paint- 
ing to Claudio Rigost. a preserver 
of art works. 

The canvas was carefully re- 
moved. and the second painting 
was found on the back.

Eurodollar 
Curb Projects 
Bring Protest

LONDON. June 30 (NYTL— . 
London bankers are expressing 
concern over the possibility that 
restrictions may soon be applied 
to the S60 billion Eurodollar mar- 
ket that is largely based here. 

Tonight, the banking oamm uni- 
ty's case against restrictions— at 
least on the lender— were put by 
an official of First National city 
Bank * of New York, p leading 
Eurodollar bask.- at a blue-chip 
*dtimcr -and- symposium ■ entitled. 
“Eurodollars — are controls need- 
ed?" ; . 

W. Kenneth Mendenhall, a 
bank vice-president in charge of 
corporate lending here, made 
what he called “a plea to the 
world's central bankers not to 
shackle what sophisticated Euro- 
dollar depositors and borrowers 
alike have come to regard as the 
most efficient, innovative and 
flexible financial market in the 

world." 

The dinner was sponsored by 
the European-Atlanfcks. Group, a 
political - and economic study 
group, and was attended by lead- 
ing banking and monetary offi- 
cials. 

"Doomed to Failure’ • 

Mr. Mendenhall predicted that 
attempts to regulate the market 
with reserve requirements or 
restrictions on bonk interest were 
■"doomed to failure" since they 
would simply drlvo tbe market 
out of London with big losses to 
British commercial banks, tax 
receipts and toe balance of pay- 
ments. 

However, if central bankers felt 
some curbs were needed, particu- 
larly after the currency upheavals 
of May. Mr. Mendenhall said he 
would personally suggest a com- 
bination of restrictions on bor- 
rowers and a less rigid exchange 
rate system. 

"Greater exchange rate flex- 
ibility, whether to the form of 
floating currencies or wide ex- 
change rate margins, seems in- 
evitable," he said. "So dees some 
limitation of corporate access to 
the Eurocurrency market on a 
country-by-country basis, as has 
happened in the United King- 
dom." 

Various official groups have 
begun studies, of possible regula- 
tions. including ' the Common 
Market Commission, the Bank for 
International Settlements, the 
International Monetary Fund nnd 
the Organization for Economic 
Cooperation ana Development. 

However, a«.. Mr. Mendenhall 
noted, one of the great factors 
weighing against any restriction 
on Eurodollar lenders to London 
is the opposition to such controls 

expressed by the governor of the 
Bank of England, Sir Leslie 
O’Brien. 

Some monetary officials con- 
sider that the decision of central 
bonks to refrain from placing 
additional funds to the Eurodollar 
market, which .was recently an- 
nounced to Basel, combined with 
such ‘toop-up" operations as the 
arrangement for tbe Bundesbank 
to place up ■ to $5 billion In 
5>edai UB. Treasury securities, 
could reduce market liquidity to 
such an extent, and drive up 
rates, that additional controls 
Would not be needed.

WASHINGTON. June 30 iN¥T President 
Nison's negative decisions yesterday on a new 
enurse In economic policy, in the face of some 
disheartening news, were brsed mainly on two 
f.t rang convictions, which ere shared in consider- 
able measure by most of his advisers. 

The first is that new moves on the wage-price 
front aimed at chocking inflation, or new fiscal 
r.tiniulus tor the econoniy to speed a solution or 
the unemployment problem, are likely to create 
more problems than they wiU solve. 

The second Is n genuine confidence, despite 
many post disappointments, that the months 
ahead will see improvement on both the inflation 
and unemployment fronts. 

Stimulus Already Applied 

The President feels that n great amount of 
economic stimulus has alrcedy been applied, both 
through the budget tmd Federal Reserve mone- 
tary policy, and that this is bound to produce 
results in the form of quickened business activity 
and more jobs. 

It has taken a good deal d! faith, even courase, 
to stand by existing policy In toe light oi the 
pressures created by; 

9 Hie persistence of unemployment at ■ rate 
0! about 6 percent of the labor force, and the 
Gradual rise in the number of those jobless 15 
weeks or longer, now 1.3 million. 

• The relatively slow pace of the recovery from 
List year's mild recession, with a cor respond ingly 
slow pace in the creation of jobs 

• The poor performance of industrial whole- 
rale prices for three montlis nnd toe very bad 
performance of the consumer price index for May. 

• The luck of evidence of any real slowdown 
in inflationary wage increases, except m con- 
struction. 

• The partial reversals of the decline of in- 
terest rates that took place last fall and winter. 

The negative arguments for a tax cut or more 
government spending were weighty. Such a 
more would increase the already massive budget 
deficit in prospect for the new fiscal year, a 
deficit now almost bound to be in excess of S30 
billion. This would mean more Treasury borrow- 
ing and further upward pressure on interest 
rates, with a possible setback to the strength in 
housing construction. 

Fears New Inflation 

Further, if the economy Is going to be stronger 
anyway late this year end in 1972. and given the 
inevitable lag between an act of government and 
the economic results, more stimulus now could 
co spur the economy in 1972 as to make the infla- 
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tion problem far worse than it otherwise would 
be— if not to 1972. then in 1973. 

The president’s decision against any new moves 
or. the wage-price front clearly reflects his long- 
standing belief that voluntary controls— wage- 
price review board guidelines and the like — 
simply do not work, and that mandatory controls 
soon create au administrative nightmare, inequi- 
ties and public disillusion. 

There are strong arguments in favor of fiscal 
stimulus and or efforts to influence wages and 
prices. Particularly in the wage-price case, 
action is favored by the entire Federal Reserve 
Board, as well 8& the leading Democratic econo- 
mists. But within his own circle of advisers the 
President's convictions are largely sliared. 

The President obviously is taking the risk that 
the economy may not surge forward as he expects 
and that, therefore, unemployment would remain 
high into 1972. This would obviously be bad 
for him and for his party. 

But his policy of r.o further stimulus— at least 
so he believes— is likely to yield better results 
on the inflation front by ne::: rear than the 
alternative, and much of his natural constituency 
has suffered more from inflation than from 
unemployment.

Burns Renews Plea for Incomes Policy

WASHINGTON, June 30 fWP>. 
—Federal Reserve Board chair- 
man Arthur F. Burns disagreed 
sharply today with President 
Nixon's flat rejection of wage- 
price action and warned that 
without it the United States risks 
reigniting the fires of inflation. 

He also hinted broadly that tbe 
Fed will soon slow’ the rapid 
growth in the country's money 
supply that Mr. Nixon's game 
plan depends upon for accelerat- 
ing recovery from the 1970 reces- 
sion. 

But the Presidents decision 
announced yesterday to stick with 
present economic policy and Mr. 
Burns's candid testimony before a 
Joint Economic Subcommittee 
appeared to widen the Ideological 
gulf between Mr. Nixon and his 
friend and former top domestic 
adviser. 

Time and again during the 
hearing. Mr. Burns returned to 
the theme of inflationary “psy- 
chology* 1 and “expectations." These 
expectations, he suggested, arc 


helping to rein flatc interest rates 
and the latter in turn could jeop- 
ardize the upsurge in residential 
and state and local government 
construction which he identified 
as principal stimulants In Ibe 
economic recovery. 

Inflation Fears 


Factory Orders

In discussing inflation, the Fed 
chairman said “I fear conditions 
may become worse if we don’t 
make the effort" to institute an 
Incomes policy through such de- 
vices as a price-wage review 
board. 

As for the monetary expansion 
on which the Nixon administra- 
tion has largely relied to pull 
the country out of recession 
and achieve its target of a $1,065 
billion gross national product this 
year, he observed: 

“I think and I have thought for 
some time that the Fed has done 
its job and has done its job fully." 

Rep. Henry S. Reuss, D., Wis.. 
asked if tbe Fed had not “gone 
overboard a bit” in expanding the 
money supply. 

Mr. Burns conceded that the 
rate of money supply growth has 
‘‘been much t-oo high." It in- 
creased at an annual rate of 
about 9 or 10 percent this month, 
15 percent in May and 11 per- 
cent since the first of the year, 
he said. 

"I can assure you, it’s not 


going to last Indefinitely," he told 
tbe hearing. 

Mr. Reuss asked why such a 
rapid growth in money had not 
provided more stimulus to the 
economy. 

Mr. Burns said there has been 
hesitation on the part of con- 
sumers and business to use the 
extra funds available. But there 
Is a time lag and ultimately it 
will be picked up and provide 
a greater stimulus, he said. 

In the past, Mr. Bums has 
called on greater reliance on 
fiscal policy In helping the eco- 
nomy recover. But he surprised 
observers by declining to endorse 
proposals for stimulative tax re- 
ductions at this time.

Inventories at the end of May 
equalled 1.88 months’ shipments, 
down from a month earlier and a 
year earlier.

From all accounts, the Fitz- 
geralds seem to have been world 
champion bores. Neither Scott nor 
Zelda showed . the slightest in- 
terest In the art, the music, 
the ballet or even the litera- 
ture of the period.

“Several months ago. a man 
wiicse laundry burned down came 
to the Smal 1 Business Administra- 
tion for a loan.

"This was unheard or. and we 
decided to have a full investiga- 
tion. We discovered the fault 
was not with the bureaucrat but 
with the forms, which were much 
too short and easy to understand. 


“So we put our people on It 
and developed a new form, which 
was three times as long and so 
complicated no small businessman 
could fill it out without making 
20 mistakes. Now that they're 
using the new farms we've quad- 
rupled the time it takes to pro- 
cess an SBA loan." 


“That was good pl annin g,” i 
said. 


“Our secret.'' he asld, “is hav- 
ing the wrong people in tile right 
place at the wrong time. The 
more people you have Involved in 
a federal project the more chance 
you have of making it ineffectual. 
But it's not a question of bodies.

‘T believe our greatest contribu- 
tion to government red tape in 
the last few years is that we've 
seen to it that no single depart- 
ment has the final decision on 


“For example. I had a case a 
few months ago concerning air 
pollution. We noticed that uni- 
versities and colleges were being 
given grants for research in air 
pollution without any difficulty, 
and we smelled a rat. So we in- 
filtrated the department and 


any program. 

“Suppose a mayor of a city 
comes to Washington to get fed- 
eral money for a s umm er pro- 
gram. Our rules are that he 
can't get the money until winter. 

“Well send him to one depart- 
ment, where bell be shunted off 
to another which, after making 
recommendations, will pass it on 
to a third department, which will 
throw it back to the first. If the 
mayor keeps bugging us and in- 
sisting on the money, we'll take 
him to court." 


30,000 people will gather in the small 
Black Perigord town of Les Eyzies to cele- 
brate the '■peUbr6e.'' the festival of the sun. 
which has been held every year since 1901 
in a different town In Dordogne. 

The crowd will be drawn to Les Eyzies — 
■which has fewer than 1.000 inhabitants— by 
the color of the festival and the cooking of 
the region, Fbr months, whole families 
have been getting ready by making paper 
flowers.- In all. there wtti be 450.000 of them. 
Seamstresses have been making costumes 
and headdresses of old times and those 
lucky enough to have them will exhume 
originals from their trunks for that day. 

The Felibree is not only the sun festival: 
it is a homage to the gastronomy of Ferl- 
gord. the home of truffles, nuts, geese, ham. 
morel and mushroom omelets, the land of 
blond goose liver. Jams and jellies, soups, 
i-oasts and game. 

The basic cooking ingredient here is not 
butter — but goose or duck fat. a fine amber- 
colored fat which gives a special taste to 
the dishes it seasons. They say in Perigord 
that “it makes grandmother’s cooking sing." 

There will be a meal for more than 1.000 
served in the open air. It will be' presided 
over by Marcel Fournier. 72. as it always has 
been. He Is fl poet, a painter, a musician 
and a hunter and holds the title of majoral: 
it is his job to maintain the customs of the 
area. 

Early Sunday morning.. Mr. Fournier will 
enter Les Eyzies like a lord and solemnly 
accept a key to the city which has been 
forged by one of tlie last blacksmiths In the 
area. Then, with a smile on his lips, he will 
salute the crowd with his brood brimmed 
hat. There will be a golden locust pinned 
to the lapel of his frock coat, symbolizing 
his title of tradition keeper. 

Finally, he will declare the 1971 Felibrge 
open, and the crowd will begin to dance and 
sing songs of the country. 

Since it Is taking place in Les Eyzies this 
year, the festival Is sure of an international 
audience. Les Eyzies. its residents like to 
sav, is the world capital of prehistory, and 
every summer some 200.000 tourists come 
to see how prehistoricol man lived.

From the terrace of the National Museum, 
one can see tile valley of the V&ere, where 
in 1958 Allan Movius of Harvard University 
discovered the remains of a young girl who 
died about 15.000 years ago. 

All Perigord inhabitants relentlessly defend 
their patrimony. The oldest among them 
haven't forgotten the visit of the German 
antique dealer. Otto Hauser, who before 
World War L emptied several caves in the 
valley of the Vezere. 


Kir. Hauser, who was heading an army of 
diggers in the village of Moustier. found 
the skeleton of a Neanderthal man. The 
find was big news in scientific circles. 

Maurice Vidal, who was then about ten 
years old, said recently: “It happened a long 
time ago, but I haven't forgotten a thing. 
Hauser had placed the skull of 'his' skeleton 
on the table of the only cafe of the village 
and. after school, attracted to the sight, we 
jostled one another to have a closer look 
at that learned man who feverishly express- 
ed himself in an unknown language. 

“All of a sudden, there was a catastrophe: 


One of my friends, a bit impetuous, knocked 
the table down, the skull fell on the ground, 
where.it split like a ripe fruit. Hie learned 
man , filled with 'horror, threw awful looks 
at us. Otto Hauser raised his cane to give 
us a drubbing. 

“It was an Instant of panic,, a. moment 
of Apocalypse! It took months of delicate 
work to put the wrecked skull back together." 

Nevertheless, the skeleton was finally re- 
assembled and sent to Germany, where 
Kaiser Wilhelm n rewarded Mr. Hauser but 
the people in Perigord cursed him as the 
“Attila of Prehistory." 

When the treaty of Versailles was signed. 
France tried unsuccessfully to reclaim the 
relic of Moustier. Under Hitler, the skeleton 
reappeared and was exhibited In the Museum 
of Ethnography in Berlin. 

After World War n, Marshal Jean de 
Lattre demanded the return of the venerable 
bones. “Impossible.'' the Germans answered, 
“there is not the tiniest fragment left, only 
a pinch of dust. Allied air raids have killed 
for a second time ‘your 1 man of Moustier."
